FASHIONABLE INTELLIGENCE 
Nik Vobk Fashions kor November — The 
weatl t-i baa oeeu quite chat geable and unusu- 
ally cool for the pee. month, so that furs have 
b««-n iu Kieat demand; and have already appear- 
ed in i he rtr*e r. kiss, furs art the r.ge this 
season, and tncrefore the state of the almanac 
18 of l.ttle consequence. Mr. Godfrey Gunter, 
of Maiden Lane, the head of the oldest firm in 
the United States, informed me ! he other day 
that his business was double this year that tt 
any preceding year since his house was estab- 
lished, which was in 1820. A great deal of ex- 
travagance is shown in ihe selection of the rar- 
est and most costly furs. "Russian Crown Sa 
hie" is the ambitiou of all our fashionable la- 
dies, a set of which is worth $2,000. A great 
many orders have been received for a Ftcko- 
we, or Russian Sable cape, at $1,200 dollars 
each. A small tippet was exhibited, a little 
larger than a victorioe, worth $500. these furs 
are only ob'ained with great mtficnl y and ex- 
pense, and in this manner: The intelligent read 
er knows tbbt all Russian cities are 
surrounded by walls, and entered by gates, 
which are constantly guarded by sentinels, 
who examine the passports of those desiring to 
ester, in the city tbty have no prisons, or 
jails, for persons who have committed offei.s»s, 
but, instead of this, they are carried over the 
frontier into the mountains of Siberia, and told 
that, when they have obtained so many sable 
•kins, a pardon will be granted them. Thus 
they tpead their time in hunting sables, and, 
when they have procured so many, they piesent 
themselves at the gate of the city, and the num 
ber is credited to .heir account, until they have 
obtained sufficient to proline their discharge. 
Tfiis is done by the Emperor for the purpose of 
securing to the royal family the SXCMttive use 
of this particular kind of fur But there are 
other pei sons who are batished for political 
offrD-es, ai.d, i.ever expecting to return to tbeir 
homes, are not at all scrupulous in exchangirg 
their skins to the Jew traders fcr whatever ar- 
ot comfoitor convenience they maybe 
i to obtain, 'lhese Jew peddlars visit them 
as they do our North American [• dians, ai d ex- 
change articles of clothing or tobacco for the 
skins of the Siberian squirrel or ether furs, and, 
amug^lii g off as u.aiy sables as thry can get. 
they carry them to the Leipsic fair, where a great 
trade sale of furs, which correspond to our great 
boot sales in New Yoik, takes place. There 
thev are eagerly bought up for the English and 
French ma kets at extravagant prices, a few 
; their way here, thouga the most that are 
der that name are Hudscn Bay sables, 
rank next to Russian sable. A number 
of coLsignments were made to the United States 
last year because of the unsettled state or af- 
fairs in Europe, this having the iepu'ation 
1 of a very safe market.

Hudson Bay Sable ranks text to Rus- 
sian Sable in quality and price, a very fine set 
of these being worth $700 to $1000. The most 
popular of all furs are the Minks, of which five 
time as many as any other are sold A goon 
aet of these are very handsome, and worth 
$150. Canadian Sable is also very highly val 
ued, but not so much worn as Stone Martin, 
which is in some respects superior to mink. 
That i», the finest mink is superior to the hnest 
stone martin, but the latter is less variable in 
its quality. Ermine is a very elegant lookicg 
fur, but has lost rank iu the world of fashion. 
It is still worn for opera and concert cloaks, 
but is rarely seen on the promenade. A very 
fine set at Mr. Balpiii'.-, on Broadway, can be 
obtained for $180. The while of these furs is 
exclusively pure and silvery, while tbe black 
tutts are sbad<d eff into the mostdtlicate straw 
colors. The Siberian Squirrel is something 
hk Ermine, but not so fine or delicate. It is 
shaded wi'h drab.bu' has tbe black Mots which 
distinguish the ermine. It has preztiy increas 
*d in value since Sep'ember, and the prcbabil 
ity is th«t it will be worth double, next year, 
t:.e price of any former years. This is also 
true in a mush greater degree of Ameriean 
mink. A few years ago a fa?hionable lady 
would not wear an American fur, and skins 
couid be bought for fitty cents that are now 
worth $5. Tnus ine increase In the sale of fan 
cy furs has doubled tbe value ten time-. Ger- 
man Fitch are considered the best of the com- 
mon turs, and a gocd set will bring $100. Af 
ter these corns Musk Squash, or Musk Rat, Op 
possum, and Mountain Martin, and tbe common 
Babbit. A set of these can be obtained for 
any price from $20 to $50. A set comprises a 
large cape, rather larger and more graceful 
shape than last ye<r, beiug pointed at the back, 
with long deep labs in front which fail grace- 
fully over the arm and form a half sleeve, a 
victorine, cutis, and muff. The cutis are long 
and pointed at the top, and the muffs still retain 
the petite and delicate proportions of last sea- 
son. There is a "tippet" which is not included 
in the set unless it takes the place of the cape, 
it being larger than a victorine, and 
than the cardinals, and worn with a si 
ball or vartie.

Specimens of the richest hair cloth 
or crinoline, fluted and flounced in every va- 
riety of s'yle, are to be seen there, down to the 
common corded cactU6 at $7 a cozen. Hoops 
are as extensive as ever, and great pains are 
taken to obviate the difficulties complained ot 
bv ladies. The lost novelty is called the 
"Uniori" skirt. It is made of dark cotton, wi h 
the lower part quilted in large diamonds, and 
finished round the bottom with jute cord. 
Above the quilting is a whalebone hoop, and, 
about a quarter of a y ard above that, another 
The back part is then fi iishedby three small 
hoops, which form shirrs, and extend over tbe 
hips, where tl;ey are j >ined by tapes a quarter 
ot a yard in length, which are suspended from 
the binding and attached to the hoop in front 
of the skirt.

We also learn that some of our most eminent 
lawyers and the U. S District Attorney have 
pronounced them of the greatest importance. 
The iecoTerv of the«e papers will knock all the 
plans of Palmer, Cook, &. Co , with rpgard to 
their fraudulent "Bolton fc Barron claim," as 
well as the L mantour claim and others of like 
stripe, into a "cocked hat." 

Indian Trr,ubi>* — [t appears that some dis- 
turbance recently took place between the 
whites and Indians at Vancouver's Island. A 
white settler had been paying too close atten- 
tion to an Indian squaw, whose husband there- 
for fired at and wounded him. The settler com- 
plained to the authorities, when Admiral Bruce, 
of tbe Monarch, then o> the station, fitted out 
a party of five hundred men ai d t to fiild pie- 
ces, who proceeded to the campcf the Indians, 
demanded him from the tribe,and,after som ? hes- 
itation and resistance on the part of the natives, 
obtained possession of the one who had fired. 
Tbe prisoner was then carried ta the camp of 
tbe whites, tried with all formality, found guil- 
ty of an attempt to assassinate, was sentenced 
to death, and hanged upon a tree, all on the one 
day. This ended the matter. The natives sub- 
mitted. 

Spread of Civilization Among the In Hans — 
We bave taught the Indians to drink whisky, 
and given them tbe small pox. Notwitbs'and- 
ing, a few of them still live. It appears that a 
hiih sense of honor has latterly been implant- 
ed in their breasts, and duelling is beginning to 
Uke root among them as a peculiar "domes'.ic 
institution " Perhaps that may serve to more 
rapidly thin their numbers. The other day 
(we l<»arn from the Volcano Ledger), two of 
tbe gallant Diggers bad their affair or honor. 
It was conducted apparently quite in accor- 
dance with the code, as expounded in repeated 
"personal correspondence" in the columns ot a 
notorious little law and murder organ of this 
city.

controlled the San Mateo ballot-boxes. Many 
frauds wereperpetiated, winch were afterwards 
discovered a:id the e'e:ti*?ns set aside. The af 
fair then came before the grand jury of that 
county ard a number of indictments were found 
and bench warran's issuer'. O^e against Mc- 
Dougal could not be served on account of that 
distinguished individual's absence. 

Yesterday "I, J^hn," was conspicuous upon 
the streets, until Officer Rand, who bad a bench 
warrant from Sau Mateo, took him into custo- 
dy. McDaugalwas very indignant, but said he 
was ready to gh/e bonds for his appearance,and 
proceeded to tae office of Justice Smith, as is 
usual in such cases, had the amcunt for which 
bail might be received, specified upon the back, 
and in this instance it was unaccountably small 
being only $5.0. McDougal tooa with him

Armstrong, by C. Colebrook. The latter had 
been accused by Armstrong some weeks since 
of hog sttali.g. YesterJay Cole.brook went to 
Armstrong's cabin, and, without saying a word, 
plunged a knife into his heart, killing him in- 
startiy. 

Coitbrookwas arrested, and, while beine 
tried betore a Justice of the Peace, the popu 
lace frequently fhreatentd to hang him Upon 
this, assistance was sent for to San Andrea* 
Oa receipt of the news, D. puty Sheriffs Schro 
ble and Betti started with a posse for tbe scene 
of the murder. Upon their arrival at An^ei'r 
Camp, a mil arose in tLe court room and urg-d 
ihe people to hang the pi isoner forthwi'h. He 
rated that officers were there to protect him, 
and that more were on the road. 

A sce&e followed the speech that belli s de- 
scription. The officers tried to close round the 
prisoner, but were repulsed. The lights were 
put out. "".he D.*puty Sneriffs were taken and 
disarmed. Schroeble was put forcibly out of 
the door. Tbe prisoner was taken to a tree and 
hung. The citizens would not assist tbi effi 
cers. Colebrook was hu: g in total darkness. 

The murderer was an English sailor, and 
brother of Colebr.iok, who shot a Chileno, near 
Campo S«co, last year. Hs was bailed, and 
left the country.— Cal Am ricun. 

Intermarriage e f Cousini. — TLe Norfolk Re- 
flector s*ys that the Assessoi's return of Hu- 
ron counrr, show 11 blind, 12 deaf and dumb, 
12 insane,"and 12 idiotic persons in the county. 
The parerts of five of these were by relation 
cousitif before mani^ge. Three of the five 
(2 blind and one idiotic) were so sfflicted from 
birth, and 1 (idiotic) from infancy. The fifth 
wa« deaf »nd dumb tor a time not ascertained — 
probably from birth. It is probable that the 
uumber of parents so related to each other is 
larger, as there was no information cbtaiced as 
to part of them 

The new machine; invented by Mr. W. H.

Tiir: Life cf Seids — We suppo.-e ibat 
almost eveiy person has heard or read ihe story 
of some grains of wheat bavug been found in 
an Egyptian mummy, which were sowr, 
vegetated and yielded grain after i s kind. This 
case and some others of a rather dubious char 
acter have been adduced in evidence of tbe 
great vitality and longevity of seeds; but we 
h-tve now very reliable and practical evidence 
h owirg some discredit on such stories. 

The British Scient.fic Association have, for 
the past fit" een years, been instituting ii quir 
ies and miking experiments, through a com- 
mittee of its members — wi'h various kinds of 
seeds of different ages. Their labors tend to 
show that none of the seeds which were tested, 
although placed in the most favorable circum- 
stances that coull be devised, vegetated af er 
the age of 49 year?; ai d only 20 out of 288 
speriesdidso ifter 2 > y ears, while by far the 
largest i umber lost their germinating power in 
ten years 

It has long been known to ogricultuiists and 
fljrists, that fresh seeds— those of the preced- 
ing season — possess tbe greatest amount of vital- 
it} ; and very many seeds lose their germina 
ting power altogether, even when kept in dry 
situations— in tLe course of two years. In the 
selection of any kind of seed, care should be 
exercistd, in selecting it according to its age, 
as well as its appearance; the plumpnesi of a 
seed is not always the best sign of its quality 
for seeding purpose.— Scientific

He had 
been previous'y at the house, and, sympathizing 
with his loss, Mr. B. and his wife started into 
the fields to a*sist in finding it. H« wandered 
off some hundred yards when the treacherous 
Indian thre^ off his garb of friendship, and 
commenced a deadly assault upon Mrs. Brauel 
knocking her down, strangling her, and at- 
tempting to violate her person. He held his 
victim firmly by the throat, but her cries for 
aid, though saiothered and interrupted, at- 
tracted her husband to Ihe spot, who rushed to 
her protection. A' his approach the Indian left 
his victim, and turned upon Mr. B with a 
drawn knife— when the Frenchman s?ized a 
loaded nfla and shot his assailant through the 
bead. 

Ihe body of the Indian was drawn away by 
r. and Mrs B., and buried in a deep hole, 
which th»y covered with brush— they consider- 
ing that an immediate surrender and acknowi 
edgment of tbe deed would expose them to an 
attack from the I idians. B it he concealment 
served them no better, for the dead body was 
discovered ou Monday, and a bedy of Sioux 
were sent to dispatch Mr. and Mrs. B , who 
fortunately beard of the pursui f and Aid. 

The remaiun^ Sioux id that vicinitv are des- 
perate, and have sworn vengeance. They have 
Uilltd his cattle, desolated his gardens, and 
stolen his furniture, and now threaten to burn 
his house. They aie continually prowling 
around the place, in banc's of 50 to 00, jelling 
like a Nrt of infuriated fiends, <'blood for 
blooc'!" and declaring if they cannot pet him 
they will take some of his nearest neighbor.'; 
that th»y will have a white mates scalp to 
dance on before they are content. The neigh- 
bors are in consta t terror, and hardly dare to 
leave their homes. We learn that some of 
th»m have been sent to St Paul for protection, 
and assistance of some kind should be in- 
mediately rendered.
